ALGIERS, May 16.—(#)— Sidi 
Mohamed El Amine Pacha Bey, 
who became the native ruler of 
Tunisia in a formal investiture 
vesterday in the mirrored hall of 
the palace of Tunis, appointed a 
cabinet headed by Salheddine Bac 
couche today. 

The new bey of Tunis succeeded 
Sidi Mohammed Al Mounsaf, who 
deposed by order of General 
Henri Giraud, French military and 
civil commander in French North 
Africa. 

The investiture was attended by 
high French and Moslem officials 
headed by General Alphonse Juin, 
acting resident general of Tunisia 
He made a speech expressing “all 
our confidence in your person and 
our best wishes for a successful 
reign.” , 

The new bey was born May 12, 
1884, and is the youngest son of 
Sidi Mohamed El Habib Pacha 
Bey, who reigned from 1922 to 


1929. He was educated at Sadikia 
college in Tunis and paints as a 
hobby. 

He is noted for his abstinence 
from politics in the past and is de- 
scribed by Tunisians as a good 
father to his “numerous” children.

There are strong rumors afloat in diplo- 
matic circles that the abdication of King Vit- 
torio Emanuele, of Italy, may occur at any time. 
The fearful situation of the Italian people, now 
the last foot of Africa is lost to the Axis, is 
the Sasic reason seen behind these reports. 

If Vittorio Emanuele does leave the throne, 
it will be in favor of Prince Humberto as suc- 
cessor, it is said. 

Argument behind these reports is the Ital- 
lan people are fully aware of the fearful weight 
of air attack to which they are now exposed 
and which, they know, neither they nor their 
ally, Germany, can avert. 

Germany is husbanding her depleted 
strength for her own defense. Hitler either will 
not, or cannot, answer Mussolini’s desperate 
appeals for defensive support, either in planes, 
in men or in antiaircraft guns. 

Present strength of the Luftwaffe is said 
not to exceed, at the most, 4,500 planes includ- 
ing all types. The United States is making 
more planes than this every thirty days. Russia 
is building planes faster than Germany. So,

aiso, 1s Britain. 

So desperate Hitler is said to be, he 
turning his aircraft production, wherever pos- 
sible, to fighters instead of bombers. This 
means he knows the day of Axis offensive is 
over, that henceforth the best he can do is 
fight a last-ditch defensive war. 

With the Italian people realizing the horrors 
in store for them, with knowledge their cause 
is hopeless and that they are virtually aban- 
doned by their partner in crime, Germany, it 
is believed Vittorio Emanuele is too closely 
associated with the Fascist regime, with the 
discredited Mussolini, to inspire any confidence 
in his leadership among his own people. Prince 
Humberto, younger and closer to the Italians 
as a nation, will have better chance, it is 
thought,. of upholding their morale under the 
attack which is to come and in averting in- 
ternal! strife or revolution in the days following 
the final collapse of their war participation. 

It is believed, in some quarters, that promise 
of generous treatment to the Italian people, 
emanating from Washington, would bring quick 
surrender. When this surrender does come, 
Mussolini and Vittorio Emanuele both will go. 
Whether those who pin their hopes to Prince 
Humberto are justified or not, only the events 
lo come will determine. 

In any event, there is no land in all the 
world today so exposed to such overwhelming 
strength of air attack, as is Italy. And none 
know this more certainly than do the Italians 
themselves.

Action of the house thisyweek in extending 
the executive’s authority to make reciprocal 
trade agreements with friendly nations, for 
another two years, is to a certain degree re- 
assurance to leaders of our allies. The proposal, 
however, has yet to pass the senate, though the 
overwhelming majority given in the house pre- 
Sages easy concurrence in the upper chamber. 

Nevertheless the memory of Europe and of 
Britain is still strong on the manner in which 
a little group of senate antagonists were able 
to undo all that President Wilson had done at 
the Versailles peace conference and to thus 
wreck the chief hope of the world for preven- 
tion of future wars. 

Several proposals have been made in this 
country to remedy this situation, among them 
a plan to amend the constitution so that 
treaties made by the executive branch could be 
ratified by a simple majority of the senate, in- 
stead of the two-thirds vote now required. 
Ratification of the Versailles treaty and of 
the League of Nations was defeated by little 
more than one-third of the senate membership. 

This, however, would be at best a palliative. 
Under our system of government it must remain 
true that no commitments we may make with 
any foreign countries can be dependable for 
longer than the life of the party in power at 
the time, or the tenure of office of the Presi- 
dent, whoever he may be. 

For ours is government founded upon public 
opinion and political expediency.

WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
MAKING WOE FOR JAPS WASHINGTON, May 16.—The 


presence in Washington of 
Field Marshal Sir Archibald Wavell, British commander-in-chief 
in India, along with other high-ranking Allied military leaders 
in the Pacific who are here attending the latest Roosevelt-Churchill 
conferences, is taken as evidence enough that 
momentous moves are in the making against 

Japan. 

Whatever may have been our earlier 
strategy for dealing with Hitler first, the very 
fact that such a galaxy of Pacific commanders 
has been assembled in Washington speaks for 
itself. The implications of thé important con- 
ferences built around the new meeting of the 
President and the prime minister are far- 
reaching. 

It is impossible to place any interpretation 
on them other than that we are preparing 
mighty blows against the Japs. 

This does not mean the conference of Al- 
lied military leaders is not concerned with war 

plans for Europe as well. Undoubtedly the problems of all theaters 
of operations are being considered. 

But the presence in particular of Field Marshal Wavell, Admiral 
Sir James Somerville, commander of British forces in the Bay of 
Bengal; Air Marshal Sir Richard Peirse, British air chief in India; 
Lieutenant General ,Joseph W. Stilwell, American commander in 
China, and Major General Ciaire L. Chennault, head of American 
air forces in China, has a meaning separate and apart from the 
European scene. 


ONLY ONE ANSWER = There is only one answer, of course. 


Either we are on the verge of exe- 
cuting far-flung offensive operations in the Pacific, or we are 
laying plans to that end. 

If half of the information picked up in usually well-informed 
quarters of Washington is true, the former rather than the latter 
is the case. The capital is literally buzzing with reports that some- 
thing big is about to happen in the Pacific. These reports even 
preceded the arrival of Prime Minister Churchill and his staff. 
They have been accentuated by the fact he was joined here by 
top-ranking officials of the British Far Eastern command. 

Whatever is decided or whatever may already have been de- 
cided does not conflict with the original strategy of the Allied high 
command for defeating Germany first. That is still the primary 


objective of the war. 
DIFFERENT IN TECHNIQUE But the two wars in which 
we are engaged are so dif- 


ferent in technique we have now reached a stage where it is be- 
lieved to be possible to prosecute both vigorously without weak- 
ening our main effort on the European front. 

This is made feasible by the fact the war in the Pacific is al- 
most entirely naval in character, while the battle of Europe is 
a land operation. Ajir activities will play a dominant role in both, 
of course. ~ 

The man-power problem has never been a major factor in the 
Pacific. We will never be called upon to send the number of men 
there we are taking to Europe. The Chinese will be able to pro- 
vide all the soldiers needed for the final defeat of Japan. It is 
only a matter of supplying them with the necessary equipment. 


NAVAL STRENGTH What has held us back in-the Pacific 


since Pearl Harbor was the lack of 
naval tonnage and aircraft necessary to wage a war in two oceans. 
Our fleet had to be divided for the protection of convoys to Britain 
and Russia. 

During the 17 months or more since Pearl Harbor we have made 
remarkable progress in building up our navy to the reqhirements 
of a two-ocean war. Thanks to the foresight of the President and 
navy-minded members of congress the great program of naval 
construction which was laid down before the war started began 
to bear heavy fruit during the past 12 months. 

Now we have the ships necessary to the task. At 7,000 units a 
month our plane production, too, has reached the point where it 
can supply the needs of both the Atlantic and the Pacific theaters. 


AFRICAN RESULTS Still another highly important factor 


1as been our successful conquest of 
Africa, which has enabled the British to pull a considerable amount 
of their fleet out of the Mediterranean and deploy it for convoy duty 
in the Atlantic. This in turn has made it possible for us to send 
a greater number of our vessels to the Pacific. 

If the truth were known we probably have enough stuff in 
the Pacific today to annihilate the Japanese fleet once we come to 
grips with it. Ship for ship, there is no question about the in- 
feriority of Jap vessels to ours, nor_of the higher quality of 
American guns and scientific devices. In all of this they are 
years behind us. Every naval engagement we have had with them 
shows this beyond doubt. 

The same thing is even more true of our planes and pilots, 
who are still knocking the little brown men down at ratios of 
five and ten to one—five: to one for the Pacific as a whole and ten 


to one in China.

DEUTERONOMY 33:27 Verses from the Bible sort of rattle 
around in my head and, sometimes, 


when I hear a man speak one of them ties down. I listened Satur- 

day at noon to Dr. James Rushbrooke, of London, as he talked of 

England and the war. One of those rattling verses came to a halt 
and I recalled what it said about the ever- 
lasting arms of the Lord being beneath one; 
the enemy being put out before us, and the 
Lord commanding they be destroyed. 

I looked it up when’! got back to the office. 
It is Deuteronomy 33:27—“The eternal 
is that refuge, and underneath are the ever- 
lasting arms: and he shall thrust out the enemy 
from before thee; and shall say, ‘Destroy 
them.’ ” 

I thought of that listening to Dr. Rushbrooke 
talk. 

“There were three events which must, if 
one is to explain them, be put down as mire 
acies,” he said. 

“First there was Dunkirk. We thought to 
lose eight-ninths of our army. But we saved 
eight-ninths. There was the fog that came 
over the sky. There was the channel which 
had been rough for days, but on those days 

at Dunkirk the channel was like a mill pond. Men put out in even 
river skiffs, anything that would float, and went over and brought 
back soldiers. 

“But, of course, we lost all the equipment. Had Hitler come then 
we should have had to fight him with bare fists, with clubs, with 
shotguns and hunting rifles. We would have fought him, as the 
prime minister said, on the beaches, in the streets, on the hills. 
But he did not come. No one may say why he did not come. The 
point is he did not. That was the second miracle. 

“Thirdly, there was the battle for Britain which came a few 
weeks later in the air. Badly outnumbered our planes went up 
and fought until they were out of fuel and ammunition. They 
returned for more and went up to fight again. Truthfully did the 
prime minister say that never before in the history of all world 
endeavor did so many owe so much to so few. That was the third 
miracle. 

“England survived. Today she is fighting with you as her aly 
and with others of the United Nations at her side. The enemy is 
gone from Africa. There was no Dunkirk for him there. The 
enemy is in front of us to be destroyed.” 

If the text for that isn’t Deuteronomy 33:27 then I can’t think 


of one. 


THE ISOLATIONISTS He went on, speaking of his visit in 
1940. 


“T recall that some in this 


country thought we were defeated in those days,” he said. “The 
isolationists wished it. They were happy in the thought of the fall 
of England. There were others who said, ‘Well, England is de- 
feated. Perhaps it is for the best.’ 

“But there was one who was not dismayed. I must say this 
of your great President. All during those dark days he never 
wavered. He kept the arms flowing to us and the food coming 
to us. His strength and the strength of the Americans who be- 
lieved in the common destiny of our peoples was added to ours. 
We lasted it out. 

“Today we fight as allies. Today the tide of war has turned. 
Men everywhere see that the terror of the German philosophy must 
be broken and crushed. We fight together in common cause.” 

I liked that. All of us doubted England then. I was one of 
them. I think now it was something in ourselves that we doubted. 
We had not been put to the test. The great strength of the German 
army and air force seemed to dominate so overwhelmingly that it 
was a sort of hypnotic or soporific, which dazed us. 

It is likely that England was near breaking. But she did not 
break. She did not have to fight on the beaches, in the streets 
and on the hills. And today, as our own troops drive on through 
Africa, as our own planes fly against the Germans and the Japa- 
nese, we feel our own strength growing: we feel a surge of cour- 
age and pride growing out of a restored belief in ourselves which 
we had come near losing. 

The isolationists had lost it. They did not believe in them- 
selves. Therefore they could not believe in the strength and the 
dignity of their own country and its people. They were empty of 
heart and their souls had grown dry as dust. Sorry prejudices 
had replaced reason; they had eaten of the lotus of Hitler’s sooth- 
ing words and they said, “Let us alone. Let us be safe and gentle” 


behind our oceans.” 


PACIFISTS Dr. Rushbrooke told how pacifism had been burned 

away in the cause of this war. England had suf- 
fered even more than we from the pacifism of various organiza- 
tions and certain groups which would defeat Hit!«-'s tanks and 
planes with moral armament obtained by signing a «ard. 

He gave the clearest answer to the adolescent type of thinking 
about obtaining world peace with a pledge card I have ever heard 
‘“*‘A Christian readily may see,” he said, “that Christianity is n 
a legal arrangement of forms. Christianity is a spirit and it cannot 

be bound to a printed card. 

“Also, and more important, the conscience of a Christian must 
not be bound. It must be free. When the horror of Hitler's 
philosophy came along eveg those who feared war most could «ve 
it was worse than war. uch worse than war: It was better 
die fighting it than to live under it. A Christian could not p - 
sibly accept it. 

“So, when war came, those who had signed pledges to refrain 
from war, saw immediately their consciences were bound. They 
had to release themselves from their pledges. A Christian can- 
not bind his conscience by ar: such method. It must be free te 
decide.” 

He talks well, even eloquently in a quiet way, does this dis- 
tinguished Englishman to whom Winston Churchill writes, be- 
ginning, “Dear Jimmy.” 

He is old in the service of his faith. Certainly he is strong in it. 

If I were asked for a criticism of modern-day preaching, I would 
say that too much of it has been watered down to the level of @ 
civie club lecture.

A sergeant leading a patrol at dusk stumbled over the body of 
a curly haired boy. He had been struck in the back of the head 
by a shell fragment. That one wasn’t meant for him, but he had 
been wearing a French beret instead of his helmet. 

A corporal and a private sat in a jeep on a lonely macadam road 
in Tunisia. Their sergeant had told them to stay there while he 
examined the curving road ahead But rain began to fall, first a 
drizzle and then a downpour, and there was a tumbledown shack 
50 yards from the road. They ran for it. When they stepped 
inside, one of them touched a wire that exploded a booby trap. 

The first offieial battle pictures from Tunisia showed our boys 
moving forward across a barren, level desert. Though scattered, 
they walked erect as if on parade, while exploding shells tore up 
the desert floor all around them. They had been trained for such 
action. They knew how to advance under fire. But they were 
excited and unafraid, and they forgot. Thus many died who 
should have lived. 

Our Army today is not like any other of fact or fiction. No 
officer waves a sword and cries: “Forward, my brave lads!” 

Orders to advance are brief and few. When the plan of action 
is understood, and each unit has its instructions, the officer in 
command may say nothing more heroic than, “Well, let’s go.” The 
purpose of further orders—wordy, reiterated, profane and pleading, 
is to make the boys stop exposing themselves—to make them be 
careful—to save them. 

The first concern of a combat officer is to get the enemy, but 
his second and no less urgent concern is to preserve his men. He 
cherishes them as no miser ever cherished his gold. Even a gene 
eral has been seen to weep over his losses. 

Boys are the tools a general uses to achieve victory. They are 
infinitely more precious than tanks or planes or cannon. A dead 
soldier is useless, and a wounded soldier is a burden on his com- 
rades. The best soldiers are those who can kill enemies and save 
themselves. And never before in history have commanders tried 
so hard to whet and temper and preserve their tools. All may be 
expendable, but not one is wantonly wasted.

An ever-popular subject in baseball is umpires. 

As a consequence, many of the game's better 
stories have umpires as the central figures and rarely 
are they given the better of it. 

Umpires have the last word only on the diamond, where 
their word necessarily is law. 

Charley Moran, who coached the famous Praying Colo- 
nels of Kentucky, once incurred the displeasure of Fresco 
Thompson, who spent a season as a manager in the South- 
ern League. 

Fiery Fresco, one of the game’s foremost wits, 
turned to Umpire Moran and barked: “Now I know 
why they were called the Praying Colonels. If you 
coached like you umpire, they had to pray to win.” 
Such a remark is an automatic afternoon off for a 

plaver. If his majesty, the ump, let a remark go uncalled, 
it would lead to complete lack of discipline. 

Approach determines a player’s chance in an argument. 
That is. his chance to stav in the game. He has practically 
no chance of changing a decision, unless a fundamental rule 
of baseball is involved. 

Some plavers use the flattery method of approach. 

“Why. Jones, you're the best doggone umpire in 
the league.

OPA Announces Change 


In Meat Regulations 


OPA yesterday announced an amendment to the meat ration- 
ing regulations to wipe out certain restrictions on the production 
and slaughtering of livestock on the farm. 

Under the original order, a farmer who brought his own cattle to 


a@ custom slaughtering plant for slaughter and dress- 
ing had to surrender red point stamps for the meat, 
while if he killed and dressed the animal himself 
on his farm the meat was ration- 


Sa 


free. 


Now a farmer and his family may eat meat 
raised on any farm he owns and operates, and may 
transfer it from one of his farms to another to pro- 
vide food for his household, without giving up 


ration points. 


If, however, the farm owner lives in a city, or any place be- 
sides on a farm, he must give up ration points for the meat he 
eats off the farm, even though he doesn’t pay for the meat with 


money.
